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LIVES GIVEN AWAY 
IN A BURNING MINE 


THIRTY-SEVEN MEN KILLED IN 
OREGON. 


Employes T rying to Extinguish a Fire 
Are Suffocated by G as— Four Killed 
and Eleven Injured In a Sim ilar 
W ay In Pennsylvania—Record of 
F atalities. 


T acoma, 
Wash., Aug. 
25.—T hirty- 
seven m iners of mixed nationalities 
were killed yesterday afternoon by an 
explosion 
in the Oregon Im prove­ 
m ent com pany’s coal mine a t F rank­ 
lin, K ing county, thirty-four miles 
southeast of Seattle. 
The m iners 
w ere try in g to save the mines from de­ 
struction by fire w hen the explosion 
occurred. 
Those who rushed to th e 
gangw ay w hen the fire was discovered 
escaped. 
Several of those cau g h t w ere n o t in­ 
stan tly killed and a desperate attem p t 
w as a t once m ade by th eir com rades 
to rescue them from the flames. 
The 
en tire m ining com m unity of F ranklin 
aided to flood sloop 62, in w hich the 
bodies of the m iners lay. 
F ran k lin is a coal m ining tow n on 
th e w est slope of the Cascade m oun­ 
tains, and 
the 
usual 
heartrending 
scenes were enacted about th e en­ 
tran ce of the m ines w hen a list of the 
killed and m issing m iners was made 
o u t 
This is the m ining district into 
w hich i colored eastern m iners w ere 
b ro u g h t tw o years ago, resulting in a 
ru n n in g fight w ith the strik ers and 
several deaths. 
N egro and Swede 
m iners 
predom inate 
am ong those 
killed. 
Most of them have families. 
Those who rem ained to fight the 
fire w ere first a ttracted by th in clouds 
o f smoke issuing from the bottom of 
slope or level 63. 
Believing th e fire 
could be extinguished w ithout much 
dam age or loss of life resulting from 
an explosion they set fearlessly to 
w ork to locate and extinguish th e in­ 
cipient blaze. 
In stan tly afte r th e ex­ 
plosion occurred the flames b u rst out 
from the bottom of the level and ad­ 
vanced rapidly upon th e m aim ed and 
im prisoned miners. 
W hen the bodies of th e dead m iners 
w ere reached m any were found to be 
in line, as if sim ultaneously overcome 
by. stifling smoke. 
Some had been 
sm othered and were n ot cut or even 
bruised. 
All were dead before assist­ 
ance reached them. 
M any of the m en in the gangw ays, 
suspecting w h at w as coming, rushed 
back to notify the m iners fu rth er in 
th a t a fire was burning, w hile others 
rushed out an d reached the m ain 
sh aft. 
I t is certain th a t all th e men 
in th e breast reached th e gangw ay in 
safety. In all ab o u t seventy men were 
a t w ork in the six th level north, and 
of th a t num ber about forty lingered 
a t breast 62, w here the fire originated, 
and m ade an attem p t to p u t o u t the 
fire. 
The b reast w as burning fiercely, 
an d before the m iners knew it the fire 
had com m unicated to breasts 60 and 
61 and smoke began to issue from 
b re a st 61 in th a t im m ediate vicinity. 
Several of those who lingered a t the 
burning b reast 62 took w arning and 
fled, b u t all who rem ained were over­ 
com e and asphyxiated. 
I t is evident all th e men had tim e to 
g e t out, for those w ho worked in the 
fu rth e r breast reached the sh aft in 
safety, w hile those who w ere nearest 
th e sh a ft and consequently m ore re­ 
moved from danger, perished. 
They 
ev id en tly believed they w ere in per­ 
fect .safety from th e fire, b u t while 
they lingered the sm oke oozed out 
from the outside place fu rth er south 
and the bodies were all found south 
o f breast 62. 
They were all found 
w ithin a space of 500 feet. 
Rescuers w ent dow n from the sur­ 
face and found the body of th e first 
m an in the gangw ay ab o u t 1,000 feet 
in from the slope. 
The arrival of this 
body on the surface was the first in­ 
tim ation to the men, 
women and 
children th ere th a t any one had m et 
death. 
Consequently w hen the body 
w as carried aw ay there was a wild 
scram ble to discover 
its 
identity. 
W hen it was found the rescuers were 
besieged w ith questions from m oth­ 
ers, fath ers and children concerning 
loved ones who were im prisoned B ut 
th e ir questions w ere only answ ered 
by an ominous shake of th e hand. 
A t 3 o’clock the last of the thirty- 
seven bodies was recovered and then 
th e people began to quiet down. Many 
o f them w ere com pletely prostrated 
w ith th eir violent grief and devoted 
th e ir tim e to m ethodically caring for 
th e dead. 
All day long the little telegraph 
office was besieged w ith sorrow ing 
people sending m essages to relatives 
living in oth er parts of th e country 
notifying them of the grief w hich has 
so suddenly befallen them. 
The origin of the fire in breast 62 is 
supposed to be due to spontaneous 
com bustion 
caused by refuse and 
screenings in the bottom of th e breast 
slacking and catching fire.

S u p e r in te n d e n t Ramsey says he w ill 
bulk the sixth level and perhaps the 
fifth level and herm etically seal them , 
thus s h u ttin g o ff the a ir and sm other­ 
ing the fire. 
I t is believed in three 
m onths th e fire w ill have become com­ 
p le te ly e x tin g u ish e d .

shortly a lte r noon, 
was 
prim arily 
caused by a fall of coal, w hich be­ 
cam e dislodged by the m ining opera­ 
tions. 
This released an im mense voa 
ume of gas and a t the same tim e 
forced it along the gangw ays to a dis­ 
tance of more than I, OOO yards, stifling 
and choking the m iners as it sw ept 
along. 
Finally it reached a gang of 
m iners who were w orking w ith naked 
lam ps and instan tly ignited. 
An ex­ 
plosion, w hich shook the earth and 
was heard by the people in th e ir homes 
above, followed. 
Flam es and smoke 
burst from the m outh of the pit and 
inside and o u t there were scenes of 
frantic terror. 
Rescuing parties were 
organized and the m en b rought to the 
surface as rapidly as possible. 
The 
mine in w hich the explosion occurred 
is the property of and is operated by 
the R eading Coal and Iron company.

The brakem en were weU tow ard the 
engine, w hich was in charge of E ngi­ 
neer P ritchard, and only the conduc­ 
tor, Sargent, and the road detective, 
Owens, w ere in the caboose. 
The m asked men entered th e door 
and covered the conductor and detec­ 
tive w ith th eir revolvers. 
The de­ 
tective sprung for his rifle, b u t before 
he could reach it one of the robbers 
shot him through the b re a st 
The 
conductor threw up his hands and the 
robbers who had done th e shooting 
w ent th ro u g h his pockets, taking his 
w atch and a sm all am ount of money. 
They then escaped. 
A special train 
carrying a num ber of special officers 
of the road was sent out a t m idnight 
to run dow n the robbers if possible. 


B u f f a l o , N. Y., Aug. 25.—Sheriff 
T a g g a rt w ith a posse of tw enty-five 
men, assisted by fifteen policemen, 
made a raid on Count R ybakonski's 
arm y yesterday afternoon, because it 
w ould n o t move out of the county.

Forward M ovem ent Soon to be Com m enced 
—Failures for th e W eek. 


N ew Y ork, Aug. 
25.— R. a Dun A 
C a ’s W eekly Review of T rade says: 
Changes during the la st week have 
n ot been definite nor very im portant. 
As th e President’s final decision re­ 
garding the new tariff is n o t y e t cer­ 
tainly know n p a rt of the hesitation 
which appears may be attrib u ted to 
the longer u n certain ty w hich m ust 
soon term inate. 
The injury to corn. 
is less th an m any, apprehended, b u t it 
is still believed to have reduced the 
yield ab o u t 500,000,000 bushels. 
The 
strike of coke w orkers and coal m iners 
has ended, and while the lockout of 
cotton operatives is im portant it af­ 
fects the earnings and livelihood of a 
much sm aller num ber. 
In all the g reat industries some in­ 
crease in dem and for products has ap­ 
peared. 
A m oderate increase is seen 
in the woolen m ills in operation, and 
agents w ho have offered sprint? goods, 
generaUy a t a reduction af about 12K 
per cen t from last year’s prices, have 
taken orders fo r considerable quanti­ 
ties. 
A bout 1,600,006,000 bushels is now 
the m ore common estim ate of the 
yield of corn, w hich w ill leave nothing 
for export, and, fallin g below a full 
supply for feeding, w ill m aterially 
affect prices of m eats for the com ing 
year. 
W heat aas been stronger, in 
spite of such favorable reports th a t a 
yield of 5 >0, OOO. OOO bushels or more is 
now commonly expected.

bushels, 
against 2,72:4,240 
last year, and A tlantic exports only 
1,437,435 
bushels, 
against 2,059,427 
last year. . Hog products are only a 
shade stronger, cotton fell a shade, 
m ainly on account of cu rtailm en t of 
consum ption by th e strikes, b u t re ­ 
covered. 
A ccounts from the south 
continue to prom ise a yield consider­ 
ably larger th an th an th a t of 1893. 
The liabilities of firms failing for 
the second week in A ugust am ounted 
to only $1,613,369, and for the la st 
three weeks to only $7,262,076, 
of 
w hich $2,633,209 w ere of m anufactur­ 
ing and $3,787,329 of trad in g concerns 
The failures this week have been 234 
in the U nited States, ag ain st 41o last 
y ear and 29 in Canada, against 20 la st 
year.

pistols, stationed

along the road w hich the president 
was to take, and, according to ar­ 
rangem ent, the first shot was to be 
fired w hen th e intended victim had 
reached the center of the line; escape 
would th en be rendered alm ost im­ 
possible. 
“A wom an w as responsible for the 
failure 
of 
th e plot. 
One of 
the 
would-be assassins told his sw eet­ 
h eart of the 
conspiracy 
and she 
gave a h in t to one of H ippolyte’s 
generals. 
The consequence was th a t 
on the evening in question the presi­ 
d en t set out from P o rt au Prince w ith 
an ex tra strong bodyguard, w hile a 
squad of soldiers w ent on ahead to 
search the woods. 
Several am bushed 
men were caught and placed under 
arrest, b u t the re st eluded p u rsu it 
Only tw o were bold enohgh to carry 
out the original plan. 
These got 
close enough to the president to fire, 
b u t both bullets m issed.”

Drop of Two Cents in the Last Week 
—A Year Ago Medium Washed 
Stock Brought Twenty Cents—Now 
the Best that Is Paid Is Fourteen 
Cents. 


As a result of the Wilson tariff bill, 
there has been a drop in the price of 
wool during the past week. 
Medium 
washed wool has already come down a 
cent a pound, farmers now getting l l 
and 15 cents per pound. Coarse washer 
bas fallen two cents, 14 and 15 cents 
per pound now being paid. 
For 
coarse unwashed, ll and 
12 cents are 
new being paid, or a decrease of 
cent during the week. 
The men who 
boy most of the wool from farmers in 
this vicinity say that very little is be 
lug brought in at present, and they 
expect very little this fall. 
For the 
past year the wholesale price of woo 
has been gradually falling, and it is 
claimed that this decrease has injurer 
the sheep raising industry of this sec 
tion considerably—nearly one-half of 
the farmers having disposed of their 
sheep so as not to run the risk of low 
prices on their wool. 
One year ago the price paid for 
medium-washed 
wool 
was twenty 
cents, or six cents more than is paid 
at the present time; 
coarse washed 
sold for 18 cents per pound or 4 cents 
less than at the present time. 
Fine 
washed brought as high as 18 cents 
per pound a year ago, where now the 
highest price paid is 14 cents. 
Coarse 
unwashed, which has brought as high 
as 15 cents a pound, now brings 12 
cents. 
Fine unwashed brought 
12 
cents, and now it can be obtained at G 
cents. 
It is expected that within a 
few weeks prices will be still lower.
